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Food service turns

Food Service Director George 
Welch is “happy to report that the 
food service operations for the first 
six months of the fiscal year made a 
$1560 profit. That's the closest to 
breaking even that we have been 
yet.” 

Welch announced this at the 
Feb. 18 Hornet Foundation Board 
of Directors meeting 

Food service has suffered 
substantial losses for the last three 
years, nearing the $360,000 mark 

But Welch added, “In no way 
am | satisfied with the way things 
are going just because we are in the 
black.” 

He mentioned that there are a 
number of programs under con- 
sideration for improving food ser- 
vices. These programs are still in 
the “discussion and thinking stage 
and I don’t think we can talk about 
them at the present time.” 

Metawalli Amer, Foundation 
board chair and business profes- 
sor, expressed concern about op- 
tomism “only to be frustrated at 
the end of the year and try to ex- 
piain what we did.” 

The board also discussed the ac- 
quisition of a mini-computer by the 
Homet Foundation. A lengthy dis- 
cussion was followed by the pas- 
sing of a resolution to hire an “out- 
side, impartial consulting firm” to 
conduct a feasibility study on the 
mini-computer 

The computer has been under 
consideration for approximately 


two years. It would be used for ac- 
counting and, in theory, would 
eliminate the cost of hiring ad- 
ditional personnel 

For this plan to work there must 
be assurance by other campus aux- 
iliary organizations that they will 
share in the computer use and cost 
The cost would be approximately 
$43,000 a year. That axsurance has

Grade deadlines extended

Deadlines for incomplete grade 
makeups have been extended to the 
end of this semester for Masters of 
Social Work students, it was an- 
nounced by Wanda Collins, as- 
sociate dean of the School of Social! 
Work. 

The deadlines, a source of 
heated disagreement between 
faculty and students in the MSW 
program, were extended to avoid 
any MSW students from being 
disenrolled in “B” segments of se- 
quential courses a near-catas- 
trophic situation when the spring 
semester began. 

“The incomplete deadlines were 
extended to avoid blaming the 
students for the problem,” Coilins 
said. “Some faculty members had 
failed to inform their students 
properly of their responsibilities 
with regard to incompletes.” 

Collins added that the students 
should have been aware of the in- 


complete procedure through the 
CSUS catalog; it outlines standard 
procedures that some of the MSW 
students did not complete, either 
through their own faults or faculty 
apathy. 

All MSW students who had in- 
completes in the fall of 1975 — over 
half the SSW student body — must 
file their contracts by Feb. 27. This 
applies only to those students in se- 
quentia! courses. Other in- 
completes must be negotiated with 
each instructor by the students 
themselves within the next year as 
outlined in CSUS policy. 

An extensive memo was issued 
to all SSW students and faculty by 
the SSW administration outlining 
the new incomplete deadline 
procedures. 

One other explosive and as yet 
unresolved issue — that of recent 
field work unit cuts will be resolved 
during a convocation of all SSW 
faculty, admunistration officials 
and MSW students on March 17,

Hornet ads are separate 
from editorial policy

Our fnend Carlo Rossi has 
created quite a stir with his kissable 
wine advertisment last week. 
Letters to the Hornet have in- 
formed us that Carlo ts actually a 
part of the Gallo family of fine 
wines. That we knew 

MECHA. the Chicano 
organization on campus, has 
demanded the cessation of the ad. 
that the Hornet allow equal space 
for opposition and that Chicanos 
and other ethnic groups be given a 
special section to express their 
views 

That organization has further 
claimed that running the ad in- 
dicates the Hornet's political bias 
and cites it as an “insensitive abuse 
of the rights of the press.” Editorial 
policy does not apply to adver-

Bias only can be apparent or 
realized when the advertisers dic-

run in the paper. For that basic 
reason the business department 
and the editorial department of any 
newspaper must remain separate 
entities. Neither should dictate 
policy to the other, and on this 
newspaper they do not

But all was not perfect at the 
Star Trek Festival. The City 
College auditorium is fairly good 
for showing films, but has no space 
for anyone to walk around. When 
the guests (George Takei, Nichelle 
Nichols, and Bruce Hyde) went to 
sign autographs. the line of Trek- 
kies attempting to get the 


signatures filled one of the three 
narrow halls in which hucksters 
were selling Star Trek parapher- 
nala. A second large room is 
needed to handle the emense 
number of Trekkies at these 
gatherings 

A greater problem than the lack 
ot room was the lateness of letting 
the crowd into the auditorium. The 
doors opened about five minutes 
before programming began, and 
people were trying to find a seat an 
hour later, after the first Star Trek 
episode was over.

The ASI Executive Committee 
referred to the Student Senate last 
Thursday a plan to augment the 
Legal Aid program services 

The proposal, introduced four 
weeks ago by Legal Aid program 
attorney Steve Fuerch, offers a 75 
per cent cut-rate charge tor 
representing CSUS students in 
litigation plus continuing the exis- 
ting free legal counseling services 
for the university's students 


William Owen and Norman 
Kula, two Sacramento attorneys 
have offered to provide the ad- 
ditional services 

Dick Hediger, another attorney 
on the Legal Aid office statt, 
appeared before the committee and 
denied rumors that he wanted to 
leave his post and that he had not 
been aware of Fuerch’s plan 

He said, however, that he did 
not know of the “essence” of the 


proposal 


Hediger told the committee that 
he would “gracefully stand aside” if 
it wished to contract with Owen 
and Kula 

“I see Steve's (Fuerch) program 
as something | cannot offer,” he 
said 

The body postponed action on 
the proposal two weeks ago pen- 
ding a statement from Hediger 


over Mrs. Markham

Before the committee ad- 
journed into a closed session to dis- 
and Hediger’s 
comments Fuerch said that he 
believed the program could 
succeed and that it had been 
offered “in good faith.” 

Should the senate approve the 
proposal, ASI President John 
Giannon, chair of the committee, 
reported that a budget would have 
to be prepared, job descriptions 
published, and a contract sub- 
mitted tor public bids 

Fuerch objected to open bid- 
ding tor the program explaining 
that he, and Kulla had 
outlined a “good program” and 
would consider it “unfair” if they 
had to other law 
firms
